£3580. One farm had been leít to a nephew, 
subject to the annual payment of £5 from the 
income to Patrick Nash and a provision for 
the education of the children of a late sister 
of testatrix. The other farm had been be- 
queathed to Miss Kate Rocks. of Dungooley, 
and the residue to the Parish Priest of 
Dundalk, who was Rev. J. McKeon, P.P., 


Kilmurry; but, after the payment of all the

Mr. Bryce White, an assistant in the office 
of Messrs...

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LADY ESMONDE 
ESTATE. 


DISTRIBUTION OF 
ASSETS. 


UNDUE DELAY 
ALLEGED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH) 


Efforts to settle the action in relation te 
the Esmonde estate failed yesterday, after a 
consultation lasting nearly two hours between 
counsel and the parties interested. — 

Mr. Justice Meredith, at the sitting of the 
Court, suggested that the pe were agreed 
that administration should take place under 
the direction of the Court and that accounts 
would have to be taken. The major points 
could be left over for decision later. He 
mentioned that he was going to Green street 
on Tuesday for the Central Criminal Court, 
and the hearing of the Esmonde case would 
have to be adjourned until the business of 
the Criminal Court, which, he was informed, 
was unusually heavy, had been disposed of. 

Counsel retired with their solicitors and 
clients, and, after an absence of an hour and 
forty minutes, it was intimated to his lord- 
ship that the parties had failed to reach a 
settlement. 

The action is one in which the plaintiff is 
Patricia Alison Grattan Heffernan, who re- 
sides in Annapolis, Maryland, U.8.A., and is 
the wile of Lieut.-Commander John B. 
Heffernan, and she asks for the adminis- 
tration by the Court of the estate of her 
mother, Dame Alice Barbara Esmonde, which 


was stated to be valued originally at 
£150,000. The defendants are Sir Thomas 
Henry Grattan Esmonde, Ballynastragh. 


Gorey, husband of testatrix and father of 
the plaintiff, and the Rev. Arthur Francis 
Hickie, executors of the will of testatrix. 

Plaintiff asks for an order that the trusts 
of the will be executed under the direction of 
the Court, and that all accounts and inquiries 
be directed, including an account of all 
moneys and property, subject to the trusts 
of the will, which the plaintiff alleged had 
been received by Sir T. Esmonde and retained 
by him for his own use or applied otherwise 
than in due course of the administration of 
the trusts of the will; also an account of all 
interest accrued upon all such moneys on 
account of all losses sustained by the trust 
estate by the defaults or acts in the breach 
of trust alleged to have been committed by 
the defendant, Sir Thomas Esmonde. 

Testatrix died in 1922, and left surviving 
one son, Osmonde Thomas Grattan Esmonde, 
and three daughters, the plaintiff, and Ain- 
gelda Barbara Mary Grattan Esmonde and 
Eithne Moira Esmonde, who married a 
cousin, Dr. Anthony C. Esmonde. By her 
will, she made her children principal bene- 
ficiaries in equal shares, and bequeathed an 
annuity of £400 to Sir Thomas while he re- 
mained unmarried. This ceased to be pay- 
able on his remarriage in 1924. The plain- 
tiff, by a codicil to her mother’s will, was 
appointed an additional executor. 

The defence was a denial of all the aver- 
ments and a plea that the delay in the final 
distribution of the estate was to a large 
extent due to the alleged unreasonable con- 
duct ot the plaintiff. Defendants further 
denied specifically that Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde appropriated or retained for his 
own use any moneys or property which he 
was not entitled to appropriate and retain; 
end further stated that there was consent 
and acquiescence on the part of the plaintiff 
and the other children of the testatrix to 
the retention by him of all such moneys as 
be did in fact retain.

SIGNED CHEQUES OF 
DISTRIBUTION, 
The plaintiff, continuing her evidence, 


stated, in reply to Mr. Wood, that she left 
[reland on about the 15th August, 1928. She 
went to Nice and her husband to America. 
Before leaving Ireland she made every pos- 
sible effort to wind up the estate, and so 
far as she knew the estate, apart from the 
Kerry lands, was in a position to be dis- 
tributed. Before leaving Ireland, to which 
returned in 1929, she actually signed 
cheques for distribution of portion of the 
estate, but the cheques were never dis 
tributed. 

In the month of June, 1929. she made an 
effort to see Sir Thomas Esmonde, but did 
not succeed, as it was stated that he was in 
bed suffering from lumbago. Two days later 
she met her father accidentally in County 
Wexford, but she spoke to him for only a 
‘ew minutes. 

Mr. Wood—Was that the last time you 
Fad any talk of any kind with your father ?— 
Yes. 

The plaintiff was examined in reference to 
correspondence which had passed between 
her and Messrs. O’Connell, Rooney and Co. 
and with her father regarding the estate. 
On the 23rd September, 1929, she wrote to 
her father stating :—- 

‘“On the 11th June,1929,you promised a promt 
division of the funds in the estate. .... 
Un the 2nd December, 1927, and again on 
the 2nd February, 1928, I made formal re- 
quests in writing that you co-operate with 
me in settling the estate. You ignored both 
letters, As joint executor of my late mother’s 
estate, | hereby make formal demand that 
you proceed with the settlement of the 
estate. 

In reply to questions in cross-examination, 
Mrs. Heffernan adinitted writing a letter on 
the 29th May, 1930, to her father, Sir Thomas 
Esmonde, in which, she said, she had written 
to the present Lady Esmonde, asking for her 
help and advice in settling up the family 
affairs, and she had got it wal was willing 
to follow the advice. She apologised to her 
father for her share in the se and ex- 
pressed her sorrow for it all and her desire 
to end it all. “Most, of it,” she wrote,, 
“was caused by our own foolishness, and 
sometimes I think you took all too seriously 
what was mere foolishness and not malice.’ 

In reply to Mr. Lavery’s query: “Did 
that represent your attitude to your father 
at that time?" the witness replied: ‘‘ You 
did not finish the letter,” and Mr. Lavery 
read from the document, which stated that 
she proposed to settle the business finally 
and not be talking about it. She suggested 
that if all the money in the bank was divided 
she would meet all Sir Thomas’s wishes on 
other points. Ii he brought the Hickie 
arbitration into effect she would agree, and 
get the others to agree also.

The new County Louth Mental Hospital is 
situated a quarter of a mile from Ardee on a 
plateau giving a good view of pleasant sur- 
roundings with a southerly aspect. 

The planning of the building follows the 
latest practice in hospital construct.on.

The dining hall, 80’ long x 40’ wide, is 
situated behind the front block. 

The two main wing buildings running from 
south to north are 420 feet long x 24 feet 
wide, two storey high, and constructed with 
flat roofs. These house the male and female 
patients in opposite wings. Off these main 
wings, running to east and west, are two 
wing buildings, 80 feet long, and at the 
south of each wing is the tuberculoses sun 
parlour, single storey high. The wing build- 
ing contains the admission wards, single bed- 
rooms, ward kitchen and stores, boot rooms, 
lavatories and bathroom, and. day rooms. 
To the rear of the administration building 
the laundry and boiler house, 96’ long x 90’ 
wide, contains the washouses, ironing rooms, 
sterilising room, clothes store, receiving 
The north half of the building, at 
a lower level than the laundry houses, the 
boilers, electric switchroom, engineers’ shop. 

Iwo hundred yards from the hospital the 
resident med.cal superintendent’s house is 
situated. 

Lhe general construction of the buildings is 
solid brick walls of small red Belgian stock 
brick laid with cement mortar and finished 
with granite coloured stone, moulded plinth, 
string and coping. The foundations through- 
out are on the reinforced concrete raft prin- 
ciple, bar and fabric reinforcing being em- 
ployed. Floors and roof are constructed of 
reinforced concrete by fabric. An octagon 
brick chimney was to have been built for the 
holler house, but a circular steel chimney has 
been employed to get over elaborate founda- 
Lions. 

Large steel beams span the wing building, 
carrying the concrete floors and roof; semi-

circtiar steel trusses carry the pitched roof | 
of the dininghall, and steel trusts to the 


boiler house carry the concrete flat roof, with 
pitched sides.

All the flat roofs are covered with two 
layers of asphalt. 

The main dininghall in the administration 
block is the most important and ornate room 
in the building. The hall is 30’ high, with 
a semi-circular, decorated fabric plaster, 
ribbed and panelled ceiling and gilded ex- 
tract ventilation grills, and decorative 
plasterwork to walls six feet from ceiling and 
six feet six inches off ground. The walls are 
panelled in natural colour Columbian pine. 

The staircases throughout are fireproof, of 
Precast stone, with non-slip surface, three 
staircases serving each wing, A plain wrought- 
iron handrail to each stair and balcony has 
suitable wire guartls, 

The large kitchen, divided from the 
dininghall by the serving room, is W feet 
long by 40 feet wide, well lighted and ven- 
tilated by large wooden lantern light in roof. 

The laundry and wash-house is a self-con- 
tained unit, the latter being equipped with 
washers and hydrators, with drying room and 
sterilizer situated between wash and laun- 
dry. 


The boiler house supplies steam for heat-

Heating throughout is by low pressure | 


radiators on floor, pipes passing under wood 
floors and through pipe ducts are heavily 
covered.

Ghe Warden of St. Columba’s. 


Irish academic circles will suffer a loss 
in the departure of the Rev. C. B. Arm- 
strong, M.A. BD. Warden of St. 
Columba’s College, Rathfarnham, who has 
been appointed Headmaster of St. 
Andrew's College, Grahamstown, Cape 
Colony. St. Andrew’s is South Africa’s 
leading public school—numbering over 
three hundred boarders on its roll. It is 
the only public school that has the Rhodes 
Scholarship. As the training ground for 
many distinguished Blues and Rugby in- 
ternationals, it has a wonderful record 
and a great Rugby tradition. Mr. Arm- 
strong is a First Classical Scholar . of 
Trinity College, and a Double Senior 
Moderator in Classics and Philosophy. He 
was Deputy Professor of Classics in Bel- 
fast University in 1913, and Headmaster 
of Cork Grammar School from 1914 to 
1920, when he resigned on his appoint- 
ment as Warden of St. Columba’s.

A ‘Gravelling Experience. 


Apropos of the recent discussions regard-

A friend of mine showed me the other 
day a large number of applications which

His object In doing so | 


was to draw my attention. to the handwrit- 
ing, which in most of the manuscripts was 


deplorable. Some of the boys hardly 
knew how to form the letters of the 
alphabet correctly, while others seemed 


quite unable to combine them in a con- 
sistent and regular script. Only a few 
months ago I had the opportunity of in- 
specting a series of exercise books which 
had been kept by a student about fourteen 
years of age in the latter part of the 
eighteenth century. They were written 
with quill pens, in the angular, sloping 
style, varied by occasional flourishes, which 
was characteristic of the period; but every 
page was as legible as a lithographed 
copper-plate circular. No young person, 
and very few adults, could write like that 
nowadays. I suppose that the decline in 
penmanship is mainly due to the subject 
having been erowded out by other branches 
of knowledge in elementary schools. That 
is where handwriting should be learned:

SUPPER AND SMOKING 
CONCERT, 


The Dublin and District Housebuilders’ 
Association held a supper and smoking 
concert in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin, last 
night. There was a large attendance. 

Mr. L. P. Kinlen, Chairman, in proposing 
the toast of “ The City of Dubhn,’’ said that 
they were supposed to be going through a 
period of depression, but there was this ex- 
traordinary feature to be noticed that at the 
moment over 1.00 houses were being built 
by private enterprise and 900 by the Dublin 
Corporation. There was in addition the ex- 
tensions being made to the hospitals. They 
were getting no encouragement to extend 
their operations beyond the City Boundary, 
but he hoped that under the Town Planning 


Act that situation would be altered. He 
congratulated the Dublin Corporation on 
their great efforts to solve the housing 
problem. 


Mr. H. M. Dockrell, T.D., who responded 
to the toast, said that it was an extraordinary 
thing, but a fact, that building houses for 


the working-classes had not become an 
economic proposition. He felt that it was 
time that a bigger building policy was in- 
itiated. Houses should be provided so as to 
enable the city authorities to enforce their 
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own by-laws. He thought that it was a dis- 
grace that houses should be allowed to stand 
until they were almost falling down. 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., who proposed “The 
(Juests,”’ said that last Monday the Dublin 
Corporation had undertaken a further loan of 
a million at £35 12s. lid. per cent., and the 
citizens of Dublin would have the ad- 
vantage of that cheap money—the cheapest 
money they had got for 20 years. With refe- 
rence to the Small Dwellings Acquisition Act, 
it was possible that the Corporation would 
soon be providing 90 per cent. loans for 
houses running up to something less than 
£1,000, and the Corporation sought to pro- 
vide loans up to 95 per cent. of the value for 
still smaller houses. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach, in responding to 
the toast, said that the Government aimed at 
building 70,000 to 80,000 houses within a 
period of ten years at expenditure of 
£20,000,000. 

Mr. G. F. Beckett, P.,.RI.A.I., said he 
deplored the building of houses in which 
there was no individual thought as not much 
better than a crime. Architects desired: to 
co-operate in every possible way with the 
builders, not only for their mutual benefit, 
but for the good o fthe country.

“If tobacco-growers cannot grow tobacco 
at ós. a |lb., let us stop tobacco-growing,”’ 
exclaimed Dr. Ryan, in replying.

That had to be divided among the grower 
manulacturer, wholesaler, retailer, and con- 
sumer, The Government had been experi- 
menting, and were in a position to go ahead 
in a more regular way next year.

The Government’s policy 
would be known in detail before next year’s 
crop was planted; but, in the meantime, if 
the farmer was anxious to continue growing 
tobacco it would be made a paying crop 
under the scheme which the Government 
meant to bring in this winter.

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The Cost of Relief. 


There is little difference of principle 
between the British Government’s Unem- 
ployment Bill, which was introduced in 
the House of Commons on Wednesday, 
and the Free State Government’s Un- 
employment Assistance Bill, which, having 
passed the Senate, is awaiting the final 
approval of Ddil Eireann. The British 
measure, indeed, has a larger scope. Its 
first part embraces and supersedes the 
existing system of unemployment in- 
Henceforward the period of 
benefit will be extended from twenty-six 
to fifty-two weeks, and provision will be 
made for the insurance of ‘‘ juveniles.”’ 
Workless ‘‘juveniles’’ will be compelled 
to attend courses of instruction, and a 
similar disaipline may be incumbent, in 
certain cases, on unemployed persons who 
have passed the age of eighteen. The 


surance. 


scheme will be kept solvent and self- 
supporting, and the existing deficit of 
£115,000,000 will be liquidated. The 


finances of the new scheme will be ad- 
ministered by a Statutory Committee. 
Still more important is the second part 
of the bill, under which the State will 
become responsible for the maintenance of 
all the able-bodied workless who, for one 
reason or another, are not entitled at 
present to insurance benefit. The responsi 
bility of local authorities will come to an 
end; the State will take full charge, and 
will bear the cost of relief, though the 


local authorities are expected to contribute | 


such sums as they may save under the 
new system. 

The State bill corresponds in 
essence with the second part of the British

It does not 
tamper with the insurance system, but 
makes provision for every unemployed 
person who is without claim to insurance 
benefit.

It is true that their “ Five- 
that Russia still is suffering from 
economic disorganisation; but she has 
brought her fighting forces to a fairly high 
standard, and no longer can be ignored. 
The Red Army is an enormous machine, 
and the Russian Air Force has at least 
2,500 first line aeroplanes, ranging from 
single-seater ‘‘ hunters ” to large bombing 
machines that carry a crew of thirty-four 
men. Since 1928 seventeen new aeroplane 
factories have been established in Russia, 
bringing the total number to forty-five, 
and there is little doubt that, in the event 
of war, the Russian Air Force would be 
one of the most powerful in the world. 
During the present year the Kremlin 
authorities have been making strenuous 
efforts to consolidate Russia’s posi- 
tion. Pacts of non-aggression have been 
concluded with Afghanistan, Estonia, 
Latvia, Persia, Poland, France, Italy, 
Rumania, Turkey and Yugoslavia, and the 
French Government has invited a flight 
of five Russian aeroplanes to visit Paris 
in the near future. The careful observer, 
however, will note that no pact has been 
concluded with Japan. In fact, relations 
between Moscow and Tokio have been 
strained for some time, and there has been 
more than a little unpleasantness concern- 
ing the future of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way. The Government of the United 
States is looking ahead. While there was 
a chance of the Bolsheviks’ overthrow, the 
Washington Government refused con- 
sistently to recognise the Soviet régime. 
Now President Roosevelt realises that 
Bolshevism, for better or for worse, is 
firmly in the saddle, and that in certain 
circumstances 2,500 Russian aeroplanes in 
Japan s rear would be exceedingly useful.

Afghanistan. 


Another dark page has been added to 
Afghanistan’s history by the murder of 
the King, Nadir Shah Ghazi. Details are 
lacking, but an official report states that 
His Majesty was assassinated ‘‘ at the 
hands of a traitor.’’ During recent years 
there has been much unrest in Afghanistan. 
When King Amanullah came to the throne 
there was a hope that the country would 
settle down to a peaceful existence, espe- 
cially as Amanullah showed signs of a 
progressive spirit, and seemed to be deter- 
mined to raise the general standard of 
civilisation in his country. This very desire 
to ‘‘ modernise’’ Afghanistan, however, 
proved to be his undoing, and four years 
ago he was forced to abdicate and 


to leave the country. After King 


Amanullah’s abdication power was seized 
by the self-styled Amir Habibullah. 
but he was overthrown within 
night, and in November, 
Shah ascended the throne.

Washington and Moscow. 


While President Roosevelt is playing 
with his “ rubber ” dollar, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, his Secretary of State, is holding 
téte-a-téte conversations with M. Litvinoff, 
Soviet Russia’s Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs. It seems that after sixteen 
years the Government of the United 
States proposes to recognise the Soviet, 
and M.. Litvinoff has gone to Wash- 
ington to make final arrangements. This 
move is of the greatest importance not 
only to the United States, but to the 
whole world ; for it marks the approaching 
end of Russia’s isolation, and the 
beginning of an era in which she will play 
an increasingly active part as a Great 
Power.

A Jail Delivery. 

Great Britain continues to lead the 
world in the smaller, as in the greater, 
matters of humanitarian reform. The 
Free State has passed useful measures for 
the prevention of cruelty to animals and 
for the protection of birds; but, as a rule, 
She lags behind 
Already English courts have given effect 
to the recent law whereby renewal of dog 
licences can be refused to persons who 
have been convicted of cruelty to dogs. 
In the case of farmers and greyhound- 
owners the threat of such deprivation 
must be a real deterrent, and we hope 
that the Free State soon will have a like 
measure on her Statute-book. Hitherto, 
in both islands, the keeping of wild birds 
in cages has been a legitimate practice, 
although the Free State’s law now insists 
that, for certain species, such cages must 
be of a certain size. Now England pro- 
poses to abolish the practice altogether.

OVERCOMING TROUBLES. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor ot 
the Exchequer, speaking at a United Club 
dinner at the Constitutional Club, London, 
last night, said that the economic outlook 
for the country had at no time since the 
depression began been so bright as it was 
to-day. The country was coming through 
her troubles with greater success than any 
of the industrial countries of the world. 

Gilt-edged securities which stood in 
1951 at 95.8 had now risen to 121: first- 
class securities with variable dividends 
had risen from 91.3 to 111.1; genera! 
business securities, also with variable 
dividends, from 81.2 to 103.4. 

This rise of 26 per cent. in general 
business securities showed how the 
influence of cheap money was spreading. 
Their exports had risen by £6,000,000 this 
September as compared with a year ago.

The Lord Mayor’s Show. 


The Lord Mayor's procession to-day was 
markedly different from many of its pre- 
decessors. In the first place, man, 
familiar features were missing, and, in 
the second, a modern element played a 
very conspicuous part.

which were replaced by cars representing 
the latest ideas in world communications.

the Council, to the effect that a member 
of the staff will have a supply of poppies 
for sale in every hospital and institution. 
This arrangement is being carried out.

its own poppies, to be sold by members of 
its staff. A somewhat similar step has 
been taken ‘to deal with a Jewish demand 
The Jews cannot purchase poppies on 
Saturday, and cannot even pin them to 
their coats—which would mean c 
burden. Supplies will be sent to the 
Synagogues to-morrow, in order that 
poppies may be bought and sewn on the 
garments of the pious Jews. 
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The Speed Limit. 


The Minister of Transport is collecting 
information, which, it is hoped, will be 
valuable, on the causes of motor accidents 
involving death or injury; and on the re- 
sult of a consequent: analysis will hang 
the question of the restoration of a speed 
limit for private cars. Many motorists 


| would dislike a revival of a limit. but 


admit that the figures quoted for the first 
four months are disconcerting. In the 
metropolitan police area there were 492 
persons kilied and 21,016 injured in 
18,466 accidents. The authorities are de 
termined to secure a reduction of these 
figures, and, if no other solution presents 


itself, a speed-limit must be considered 
seriously. 


North Atlantic Services. 


Continental shipping interests are 
alarmed by the proposed fusion of the 
Cunard and White Star Lines, and fore- 
see a revival of British supremacy in the 
Atlantic passenger traffic. 


Despite measures 
of economy, 


attempts to improve. the 
volume of ocean travel, and the adoption 
of cruisin programmes, some of: the con- 
tinental lines need to receive considerable 
subsidies from their Governments, and the 
prospect of severe British competition may 
necessitate new plans. Details of the British 
merger have not yet been announced 
officially, but there is good reason to 
believe that the final details are being 
arranged. The position is that there will 
be several more meetings between the 
There is, in 
fact, still a weight of opinion for and 
against any fusion of interests. The first 
announcement of any merger will be made 
in the House of Commons—probably by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
representatives of the companies, after 
agreeing upon an arrangement, would dis-

That 
was all to the good. Mental hospital 
farms were doubly valuable—they pro- 
vided suitable occupation for most 
patients, and helped to reduce the cost of 
maintenance. heir patients would mostly 
come from country districts, and they 
would find in open-air work on the farm 
the distraction and occupation which 
would benefit them.

REV. R. C. PHILLIPS. 


The Rev. Randall Canning Phillips, a well- 
known minister of the Methodist Church 1n 
Ireland, died in Dublin yesterday. Mr. 


Phillips was born in Belfast in 1865, entered 


the ministry of the Methodist Church in 1887, 
and was appointed to a number of its leading 
circuits, including St. Stephen's ’ Green, 
Dublin; Clontarf, Blackrock, Belfast, Knock, 
Portadown, Enniskillen, Sligo and Cork. From 
time to time he was elected Chairman of some 
of the important Synods in Ireland, was made a 
member of the Legal Hundred in 1925, and 
elected President oí the Method:st Church in 
Ireland at the Conference of 1927. He repre- 
sented the Church on several occasions not 
only. in Great Britain, but also in Canada 
and the United States of America. He was 
author of an excellent “History of Irish 
Methodism’’ and a frequent contributor to 
denominational journals. At the last 


. Conference Mr. Phillips received permission 


to retire from the full work of the ministry, 
and proceeded to take up work at Sutton, 
€o. Dublin. Somie weeks ago he took 
seriously ill. Mr. Phillips) marrjed Miss 
Frances Thornton, of Portadown, by whom 
he is survived.

CROP PRICES 
PROBLEM. 


EXECUTIVE TO BE 
FORMED. 


A and Curers’ ‘Association of Ireland 
was held av Conarchy’s Hotel, Par- 
nell square, Dublix, ‘esterday, under the 
presidency of Mr. M. O'Reilly, .'f.D., Meath. 
When the meeting was proceeding to con- 
sider the election of a chairman, secretary 
and committee for the coming year, Mr. 
William Forrestal (Thomastown, Kilkenny) 
asked what branches were represented and if 
the officers elected could be looked upon as 
an executive of an  Ail-Ireland Tobacco 
Growers’ Association. He pointed out that 
various branches were not represented. 

After discussion, it was decided, on the 
motion of the Rev. Dom Sweetman (Wex- 
ford) to held a meeting within the next 
fortnight for the purpose of forming an All- 
Ireland Executive. 

Speaking on an item on the agenda refer- 
ring to the sale of this year’s crop, Father 
Sweetman said that finally the growers were 
at the mercy of the people who smoked the 
home-grown leaf, and as tobacco manufac- 
turers mixed the tobacco anyway they liked, 
growers could mak; up their minds that fac- 
tories would have to be established in the 
rural areas. 

Major Loftus Bryan said that farmers were 
sending their tobacco to his drying plant. 
The question was: What was to be done with 
the dried leaf? 

Mr, O'Reilly said that his Society in Meath 
were prepared te re-hanile tobacco. . 
handled tobaceo was a commercial article, 
as it could be bonded for twenty years. The 
Society was in negotiation for a price, and 
also for battking facilities for the growers on 
the the strength of the saved crop. They 
stood for a fiat rate price of 8s. : 

In reply to a question, Mr. O'Reilly said 
that the Society were prepared to re-handle 
tobacco for other counties at a cost of from 
3id. to 6d. per Ib. 5,000Ib. of tobacco could 
be dealt with daily. 

Mr. O'Leary (Cork) proposed that an 
executive, composed of all Tobacco Growers’ 
Associations and co-operative societies in the 
Free Siate, be established as a governing 
body. The resolution further stated that the 
prices of 3s. and 4s. per |b. for the re 
bandled leaf were inadequate, and that the 
tobacco, if up to a certain standard, should 
be sold at a competitive price. 

Father Sweetman said that it was impos- 
sible to get 8s. for re-handled leaf. 3s. 8d. 
to the grower for re-handled tobacco was the 
best price obtainable in the world, except for 
leaf of special quality, only grown in one or 
two islands.

SENATOR O'FARRELL AND 
THE MERGER.

Senator O'Farrell (Irish Secretary of the 
laileay -Clerks’ Association), speaking at 
a meeting of the+Limerick Branch ot the 


Association yesterday evening, said it was re- 
ported that the merger of the Great Southern 
Railway and its two road transport sub- 
sidiaries (Messrs. Wallis and Sons and the 
Irish Omnibus Company) would take place 
about the middle of December. This, in his 
opinion, was an event of considerable im- 
portance for the future cf the Great Southern 
aailway. Uneconomic competition between 
these concerns up to the present had detri- 
mentally affected all three, while the absence 
of a common policy tended towards lack of 
cv-operation, inefficiency and waste. 

The Road Transport Act, 1933, could, if 
utilised with the necessary foresight and en- 
terprise, be the means of materially improv- 
ing the financial position of the railways in 
the Free State and get them back a consider- 
able amount of the traflic they had lost. He 
appealed to all members of the Railway 
Clerks’ Association to put forth their best 
efforts with the object of restoring the lost 
prosperity of the railways. In return for 
efficient and enthusiastic service, the employés 
demanded, and he hoped they would get, a 
fair deal from the companies. 


NORTHERN IRELAND.

1 guess he 
must be a good sport, like his dad used to 
be. Many a time he teased me.” (Laughter). 

She wrote in October, 1932, that she was 
glad to hear he was feeling well, and '' You 
were the first fellow 1 ever went for a walk 
with in Ireland. It doesn’t matter one thing 
to me what people say; we are our own 
bosses, and i am sorry you are lonely. 
lt must be lonely for you at night, when you 
come back from work. Wouldn't I wish to 
be with you now, bóy.” (Laughter.) 

Another letter ended : '' This is so Jong, it 
18 worse than a wet week; but I know you 
don’t mind, you were always my best pal 
whatever happens.” 

“My path is full of roses 

And the roses full of dew, 

And the due is full of heavenly love, 

That drips for me and you.’ 

‘“* Lots of kisses from your old pal.’’ She 
wrote again: ‘‘ People always said we would 
be married,, but never mind, kid, 

‘Remembrance is a golden dream, 

That binds true love together, 

I hope we will not break the chain 

Till you and | are joined togethier.”’ 

She wrote calling him a peach of a kid— 
IE ip wom there was more “ poetry ”’ : 

‘* Dreary hangs the night, love, 

And dreary hangs the day, 

How can I feel happy, love, and you so 

far away?” 3 

“ This year,” she wrote, “I hope we wil 
be together before next. Christmas, with God's 
help. I think each day too long until we 
meet.” 

She told him of a Norwegian elkhound 
which was in the house of her mistress in 
America, and added, ‘‘I hope you will get 
me a dog for company” (laughter), and, 
referring to a friend of theirs in Ireland who 
got married, she said, ‘‘It is too soon to 
have him starting to raise a family. He is 
too young to be bound down by kids, That's 
What keeps the Irish so poor. ' 

Other letters followed immediately, telling 
him she was coming home and the boat she 
would arrive by. When she got home she 
heard some talk, she said, and accused him 
of being drunk the morning he went to meet 
her at Cobh. “I almost went through the 
boat,” she said, “when I saw you, with 
everyone looking at you. If you were only 
sober it would not be so bad, and, besides 
that, a bottle sticking out of your pocket.” 
(Laughter. ) 

During her evidence she said she found out 
when she came home that he had made no 
preparation for marriage: no home and not a 
cent, and he spent all his money on drink,

IR- JOHN GILMOUR (Home Secretary) 
moved the second reading of the British 
Nationality and Status of Aliens Bill, 

which has already passed the House of Lords. 
He said that the bill's simple purpose was 
limited to making such changes in the exist- 
ing law with regard to the national! status of 
married women as were necessary to give efect 
to the Convention on the question of nation- 
ality submitted to The Hague in 1920. At 
present if a British-born woman married an 
alien she lost ber British nationalily. On the 
other hand, if she married a British subject 
who subsequently became naturalised in a 


foreign country she equally lost her 
British nationality, unless she made 
a declaration that she desired to 


retain it. A British woman who married 
a citizen of the United States lost her British 
nationality without acquiring any other in its 
place. She became Stateless. and this was one 
of the grievances which the bill sought to re 
move. 

Major Attlee moved the rejection of the 
bill, on the gronnd that it failed to give full 
effect to the policy declared by the Govern- 
ment at the 1931 Assembly of the League of 
Nations in favour of the removal of all dis- 
abilities of married women in the matter of 
nationality. 

Lady Astor expressed the opinion that 
wives influenced their husbands far more 
than husbands influenced their wives. 
(Laughter.) Why should they compel ‘an 
Englishwoman who married a German to be- 
come a German? she asked. This bill was 
a paltry little measure, and the women’s 
organisations wo iI fight it tooth and nail. 

Mr. @enfell complained thst no one had 
replied to the question: ' Why should the 
nationality of a woman be changed by 
marriage, and not that of a man?” A woman 
married a man, and not a nation. 

Mr. Douglas Hacking (Under Secretary, 
Home Office) replied to the debate, and the 
bili wag read a second time by 179 votes 
to 43. 

_The Imitation Firearms Bill passed through 
Committee, and was recd a third time after 


an amendment had been inserted including in 


the scope of the measure weapons capable of 
discharging noxious liquids or gasses. 


JAPANESE COMPETITION. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
KA. Bailey raised the sulgject of Japanese 
competition and its effect upon the cotton 
industry of Lancashire. He said that, whereas 
in 19135 Lancashire exported 7.000 million 
square yards of cotton piece goods, the figure 
to-day was only 2,000 millions. This was due 
to the way in which Japan had flooded the 
markets, which Lancashire considered rightly 
belonged to her. ‘Tht most-favoured-nation 
clause botted and barred the door to any 
stbstantial reviva! in our cotton trade, and, 
failing its removal, the only remedy was an 
apportionment of markets between ourselves 
and Japan. 

Major Proctor said that what was required 
was not merely a tariff on Japanese goods, 
but a con:plete embargo on them throughout 
the British Empire, until the standard of the 
Japanese workers at least approximated to 
that of our own workers, 

Mr. Runciman (President of the Board of 
Trade) said that he thought too gloomy a 
view had been taken of the position of Lanca- 
shire. The volume of trade in the cotton 
industry had grown in the last two years. 
Negotiations with Japan were still in pro- 
gress, and it would he unwise to do or say 
anything at the present moment which would 
be likely to wumpede them. The one thing 
certain was that the Board of Trade did not 
intend to leave the situation exactly as they 
found it. He need say nothing now as to the 
means which the Government might have to 
adopt to secure what they: believed to be 
necessary for our own well-being, but if they 
could arrive at a favourable result by agree- 
ment they would rather do it in that way 
than by any other means. . 

The dehate concluded and the House rose 
at 9.5 p.m.

DEFENCE WITHDRAWN. 


Judgment for the National Bank, Ltd., for 
£101, and costs was given at Manchester 
Assizes when the bank claimed that sum and 
the usual banking charges from Henry 
Hyman Pearlberg, of Daisy Bank road, 
Victoria Park, Manchester.

Sir Patrick Hastings, for Pearlberg, said 
he had considered the position durin 
adjournment and had come to the conclusion 
that it was quite impossible to establish the 
contract they sought to set up. 

In the circumstances his client had in- 
structed him to say he withdrew his defence 
and consented to judgment. The bank would 
give Pearlberg a period of four months 
before they proceeded on the judgment. 
_““There were certain inferences;” con- 
tinued Sir Patrick, ' suggested against the 
bank manager, a solicitor in this case and 
the bank. I have heard the explanations 
given by the two witnesses called, and | 
think it is right to sey if there were any 
suggestions they have been very satisfactorily 
explained and should be, and, I am glad to 
say, are, withdrawn.”’

BOUNTY CHARGE 
EVIDENCE. 


THREE COUNTS 
FOR JURY. 


CASE FOR THE 
DEFENCE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 
Te trial was resumed in the Courthouse. 


Green street. Dublin, yesterday, of 

Jack Woods, cattle salesman. of Wood- 
side Lavage, Birkenhead; his brother, Wil- 
liam G. Woods, cattle dealer, Kells, County 
Meath, and George Mohan, cattle drover, 
rear of 42 Merrion square, who were charged 
with having, on July 5th last, obtained £762 
from the Free State Minister for Finance by 
pretending that £2,804 had been paid by or 
on behalf of Jack Woods in tariff duty on 
cattle exported into Northern jedan on 
cates in May and June. 

They were also charged with conspiring to 
defraud the Minister & a false representa- 
tion, causing £762 to be paid on nine forged 
claims’ summaries, aiding and abetting the 
commission of forgery by Charles Deegan, a 
public official, and bribing Deegan. 

They were further charged with attempting 
to obtain £609 from the Minister for Finance 
by pretending that £2,250 had been paid in 
tarifi duty on cattle exported to Northern 
Ireland m May and July; attempting to 
obtain £609 on eight forged claims’ sum- 
maries; with conspiracy, and aiding and 
abetting the commission of forgery by 
Deegan. 

Mr. J. Geoghegan, K.C., T.D., and Mr. 
Kevin Haugh prosecuted. 
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| Mr. Basil MeGuckin, K.C., and Mr. Fitz. 
simons (imstructed by Mr. T. R. Callan, solli- 
citor) defended. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that he had the Cus 
toms special duty schedule, for which the 
Judge had asked on the previous evening. 

Mr. Wafer, an official of the Department 
of Agricultwre, was recalled by the Judge, 
who questioned him upon the application 
forms for subsidies and the declarations that 
were signed by the applicants. There were 
seventeen applications for the subsidies in 
the name of Jack Woods. He asked if what 
was done by Deegan was the regular prac. 
tice. 

Mr. Wafer replied that he did not think 
that it was regular for Deegan to sign the 
forms, but they were filled up by him. 

Judge Shannon—Was that the practice ? 

Witness—I believe it. was, 


CIVIL SERVANT’S 
STATEMENT. 

Detective Sergeant O'Neill gave evidence 
of arrest, and said that the prisoners stated 
that they were not guilty. Witness added 
that he also got a statement from Charles 
Deegan, a civil servant. 

Mr. McGuckin objected to the use of the 
statement against. his clients, against whom 
it could not be evidence. 

Judge Shannon said that he would allow 


accused men. 

The witness produced the statement 
from Charles Deegan, which he said 
he read over to the accused men. who sa‘d 
that there was no truth in it. and that they 
were not guilty of what he alleged in connec- 
tion with the manner in which they obtained 
the payment of the bounty money from the 
Department. 

Mr. McGuckin asked for a direction on all 
the counts in the indictment against the 
prisoners, He contended that there was ho 
evidence to support the charges. The only 
inaccuracy. he said, was in the pink form, and 
on the evidence of the officials he submitted 
that that had nothing to do with the pavment 
of the monevs. The accuracy of "

| There was no proof that the receipts were

Judge Shannon said that it was unfortunate | 


| that they had not any decision of the Execu- 
tive Council or the appropriate: Minister to 
show how the money voted by the Oireachtas 
for the bounties was to be expended, and with- 
out that authority, as far as they could see 
up to the present, they did not know whether 
the money was rightly or wrongly obtained, 
having been left without the rates upon which 
the bounties were payable. 

Mr. McGuckin submitted that there was no 
fraud. His clients were entitled to the money 
which they received, and if there was any 
prosecution at all it should be in County 
Armagh and not in Dublin. 

Judge Shannon said that he thought they 
would have from Mr. Geoghegan the resolu- 
tion of the Executive Council as to how the 
money for bounties was to be expended. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that he had told the 
Court the grounds upon which he was putting 
the case. 

Judge Shannon — You said you would pro- 
duce further evidence in regard to the 
statutory order, or regulations for the pay- 
ment of bounties. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that he intended to 
satisfy the Court upon that aspect of the case. 

Judge Shannon said that he would be sorry 
to give a direction without giving the 
prisoners an opportunity of explaining their 
conduct in the case. 

Mr. Geoghegan maintained that there was 
no evidence ot any right or bona-Áde claim 
on behalf of the prisoners. They had a right 
to come to an agreement with the rtment 
of Agriculture, but no statutory right had 
been conferred upon them. If it were so, there 
would be great difficulty in administration. 

Judge Shannon said that it would be satis- 
factory if the defendants knew their rights in 
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the statement to be read. but it was not to 
be evidence of any allegations against the | 


respect of the subsidy. At present he thought 
there was a case on the conspiracy count to 
go before the Court. 


COUNTS STRUCK OUT. 

After further legal argument, the judge 
said that counsel for the prisoners was en- - 
titled to a direction on ceunt number one 
on the ground that the sum of £762 was 
not obtained by the false pretences alleged in 
the indictment, but they might have obtained 
it because of another false pretence. not ' 
alleged in the indictment. He refused the 
appheation in regard to the number two count 
of conspiracy to make a false representation 
to obtain £762; but in count three the 
prisoners were entitled to a direction, because 
it would not be reasonable on the evidence to 
construct a case against them that they had 
altered or conspired to alter the British tariff 
receipts. 

Counts four and five, in regard to a con- 
spiracy to alter British tariff receipts and to 
defraud the Government by means of forged 
claim, would go out, as the prisoners, in his 
a, did not know ot the existence of 
those claim summarie;. In the count in re- 
gard to aiding and abetting there s.ould be a 
direction, as they knew nothing about the 
initials on the forms. in count six, in re- 
lation to the bribery charge of £10, that 
would go to the jury. As regards the attempt 
to obtain £609 in coun! nine, and the con- 
Spiracy charge in count ten to obtain that 
money by a false representation, they would 
go to the jury. : 

Mr. McGuckin, addressing the Court tor 
the prisoners, said that he would have a large 
number of witnesses. The prisoners submitted 
that they got the money to which they were 
legally entitled and no more. and that in ob- 
taining that money there was no conspiracy 
to defraud. The case was of a topsy-turvy 
type, and he was surprised at counsel for the 
prosecution playing the friends of the British 
Government in that Court. His clients. 
would have to meet a case by the British 
Government for, as alleged, attempting to 
defraud them by trying to put cattle through, 
and they would meet that case, as they would 
be able to do. Deegan, who gave evidence 
in the case, was a proven liar. It was in- 
tended to spend £2,000,000 on those bounties 
and there should be some guidance for people 
who had claims. There was a lack of super- 
Vision in this case by certain officials of the 
Department of Agriculture whom he did not 
wish to attack. 


THE DEFENCE. 

Evidence of the type of cattle that were 
purchased by Messrs. Woods for shipment 
was given by Mr. James O'Connor, a 
director of the firm of Bergin, O’Connor and 
Co.. cattle salesmen, Dublin: Mr. John P. 
Cuffe, cattle salesman, Dublin; Mr. Michael 
Healy, do.; Mr. Thos. Smith, do.; Mr. Ber- 
nard Coleman. Dundalk; Mr. Joseph Magee, 
Dunleer; Mr. Patrick McKenna, do.: Mr.

And, by 
the way, see your cook doesn’t save herself 
bother in cleaning the head of celery (as mine 
once did) by chopping off the whole root. 
The compact heart and root centre are the 
best part of celery for flavour and health- 
giving salts.

half a pint of milk, with a small shallot and

some salt and pepper. Strain off the liquor, 
and sieve the celery when it is quite tender. 

Melt one ounce of butter, add one ounce 
of flour, and then the celery liquor. Cook 
this mixture till the sauce leaves the sides 
of the pan; beating well all the time: then 
beat in the yolks of two eggs, two ounces of 
grated cheese, and the sieved celery. 

Lastly, fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
ths eggs. ‘Turn all into a buttered souffle 
case, and bake in a hot oven for twenty to 
thirty minutes. i 

FOR CREAMED CELERY take the outside 
stalks of a head of celery, one tablespoonful 
ot butter, one tablespoonful of flour, half a 
breakfast cupful of milk, some pepper and 
salt. 

Cut the washed and scraped celery into 
short lengths, and boil till tender in salted 
water. Drain the celery thoroughly. ‘Then 
blend the butter and flour, add the milk a 
little at a time, and stir constantly till it 
boils. Add the celery and seasoning to the 
Sauce, and serve on triangles of toast.
